Report of School Board. 


At the close of the school year of 1905-06, the School Board, in 
conformance with the usage and the law, concur in respectfully 
rendering the following report: The three schools in town were in 
session thirty-four weeks, the space of time permitted by the money 
applicable for their maintenance. Contrary to the general custom, 
a vacation of only one day was held at Christmas, the object of 
which was to continue the schools while the weather was mild, that 
the younger pupils might attend with safety and convenience. 
Much needed repairing was made in the North school room, which 
now presents a much better appearance and is more suited to its 
purposes. 

At the beginning of the Spring term a change in teachers was 
made at the North school, Miss Mabel Smith, of Kingston, who 
had taught the preceding Fall and Winter terms, being succeeded 
by Miss Cora A. Nudd, of Exeter, a Robinson Seminary graduate 
in 1904. ‘The change was made necessary by circumstances and 
reflected in no personal manner upon Miss Smith. Her successor, 
by hard, painstaking and conscientious work, achieved commend- 
able success, to the pleasure of parents and the Board. 

The East and West schools were again respectively taught by 
Miss Elizabeth M. Sawyer and Mrs. Georgianna Hodgdon, of this 
town, who guided their schools in a manner quite satisfactory, once 
more proving themselves able teachers, officials whom the town 
can ill afford to lose. 

All in all, the schools have passed a successful year, and, recom- 
mending a new series of grammars, the Board closes this summary.
